Readers! Reports and Comments 

‘A group is forming to apply for a noncommercial, educational FM station in Provincetown RI, the 
city's first, with plans for it to be on the air 18 hours per day and with at least 1 kw. WBAI 99,5 New 
York was still off the air at last report, with a lockout of the staff by the management, after some of 
the staff took over the station's programming directly at the Empire State Building transmitter site. 
About the Atlas: "On people's comments about too much information, I say the more the better for a 
DXer, As an example, last year I heard four stations with the same classical music selection. One 
station ID'd as Wisconsin Ed. Net. Not knowing what stations were in the net, I could not identify the 
other three, until the new Atlas came and I saw the 'extra' map on p. 75." Allen Rockford says that 
anyone hearing WONO 107.9 Syracuse NY should not write to him for a verification, as he is no longer 
working there; Allen doubts that anybody there would answer a letter requesting a verie, so good luck! 

WRQK 98.7 Greensboro NC calls itself "K-99," or "Superpower 99," although they still use their 
call letters with their slogans, so are not what I'd call true "non-IDers."" WQMG 97.1 sometimes calls 
self "97-FM, " with rock 6 am to 7 pm, “Adult Contemporary in Stereo," and "Souldin Stereo" Tpm-Gam, 

"In the back of the Atlas you mention the availability of up-to-the-minute! computer printouts. 
What is the price per state for these? (I-suggest you answer this in your column, as it may generate 
some sales.) The price for the applications list (new station applications only, not including facil- 
ities’ changes) is $3.00 to club members. By state for all stations on the air and authorized, if you 
really want to update your Atlas it is $2.00 (no partial states); the entire deck would cost $25, which 
covers the entire U, S,, Canada, and misc. countries on the air and authorized. 

WIFE-FM 107.9 Indianapolis’ facilities are being applied for by a number of applicants; Variety 
reported that WIFE-FM exceeds Class B facilities, and the other Indy FMs want the new station cut 
back to 50 kw at 500', so as to be competitive, The item below largely concerns WNNS Louisville KY: 

Louisville's Ted Fleischaker, 3023 Tremont Drive, 40205, would like to swap tape cassettes of 
beautiful music FM stations, The NIS news format ended quite abruptly at 12:01 em Feb, 28 when 
‘manager Hugh Barr made an announcement that due to the upcoming end of NIS and the economic 
problems they bad, the news format was ending and a new format, ‘America's Music’ [k] was starting. 
They did the oddest change of calla I ever heard, with him then saying that the listeners were to hear 
an historic moment and adding, This is‘ WNNS Louisville, and this is WAMZ Louisville’, That was 
it, and with that, the computer went to the new automated country format" on 97.5. 

WXEN 106.5 Cleveland was to switch to soft rock, but the announced change drew such protests 
from the station's foreign-language listeners that it has been delayed, and possibly permanently 
called off. WKEN was supposed to change call letters. After getting a report from a Kalamazooite 
that WDOW-FM Dowagiac was being "translated" by somebody locally on 92.1 prior to WDOW-FM's 
actual move to 92.1 from 97.7, I checked and found that WDOW-F™M never had any translators, legal 
or extralegal "there or anywhere else," although they have a sister station in K'zoo, WKPR (AM). 

WCAR-FM 92.3 Detrolt mis-identifies as "Car-92."" The latest program guide from WMXM *88. 9 
Lake Forest IL gives their power as 10 w, although the FCC lists it as 300 w, which would indicate 
al least a 50-watt transmitter. I wrote and asked them, but no reply. They're on noon-midnight week- 
ends and 7-9 am; 3 to 11 pm weekdays (until 1 am Sat. and Sunday morniags), From Red Wing MN:

WHAT HAPPENS (almost) EVERY APRIL, 


Warmer weather returns. Cold goes away. THE DX SEASON STARTS ALL OVER AGAIN! 


‘April is truly the month of transition, In April, the DX season starts to do ite thing. All 
forms of DX (with the possible exception of meteor work)are about to take a dramatic rise. 
Even Roger Brown's pulee rate quickens as the first signs of truly wera weather bring back 
thoughts of the preceding year's DX activity. 


Why is DX a summertime thing? Actually, it is not. It just seems that way. For the truly 
devoted serious-type DXer with the proper equipment, almost any time of year will or can pro- 
duce DX, It just all seems to fall together in April, however, for tropo and Es and other 
good forms of extended-range TV and FM DX activity. 


Well, April is here. So where is the Dx? 


SPORADIC B-SKIP 


The Eeskip season usually gets underway in the south and southwest around April 15th, In 
years past, it has been known to get started earlier (anytime after the 1st) and later (as 
lete as the 30th or so), Most of the early-season Es hits late in the morning or late in the 
afternoon, There is usually little Bs activity north of the fabled Mason-Dixon line until 
after the 21st or so, some yeare not until 1 May. 


April Es seems to have little form to it. It can occur in most any direction, and suddenly. 
And it can (and often does) shut down very quickly. If there is any auroral activity during 
‘April, the chances for Es activity are markedly increased during the 72 hour period following 
the onslaught of the auroral activity. If you live far enough north to be attuned to the pre- 
sence of auroral activity, it will help to alert you to the possibility of aurorally-induced 
Es soon thereafter. 


Anytime after April 25th, Es to the south or southeast chances @ link-up with Caribbean area 
Es and can bring in reception from one or more of the island stations in Puerto Rico and thone 
south and east, or Venesue: (Te subject has been covered extensively in past TEK-NOTES. ) 
The best time of day, based upon experience, for this sort of double- or triple-hop Es is 
after 4 p.m, and before 7 p.m. local time. 


In summary, to keep an eye peeled for Es, turn on your receiver and let it run on your lowest 
open lov band (2-6) channel, Keep an extra close eye on the receiver between 8 and 10 a.1 

11 asm. and 1 pem,, and 4 end 7 p.m. Your antenna should be pointed into an area producing 
Es reception for your area (ise. if you live in the northeast, point south er southwest, etc). 


ROPO BENDING 


Tropospheric inversion (tropo) is the most common form of DX. Stations 100 to 300 miles 
distant are considerably stronger then normal (15-30 dB) in the early-morning hours (6 to 9 
a.m. most common), and in the mid to late evening (8 to 11 p.m. most common), This type of 
DX is very common virtually all sumer long, and DXers with better than average installations 
usually pay little or no attention to this type of improvement in DX conditions, simply due 
to the fact that it is always there. 


‘The early-morning variety of tropo, caused by the sun's heating of the middle and then lower 
atmosphere, forms a temperature inversion layer in the 500-3000 foot level of the atmosphere. 
This inversion level tends to refract VHF and UHF signals beyond their noraally horizon-limi-~ 
ted coverage areas for distances of up to 300 miles, If your installation is good enough, 
you probably have already received some type of forward-scatter signal over these distanc 
possibly on a regular day-in and day-out basis. With the added help of the morning (or the 
evening) temperature inversion, these signals lose their irregular sharp fading and increase 
in signal strength by as much as 30 4B, 


‘This type of DX is typified by gradually weaker signals from stations further and further 
avay (ive. 100 miles, 150 miles, etc. out to 300 miles) coming through. Eventually you will 
reach a distance where the signals are weak enough thet your equipment simply will no longer 
respond, That is the limit of your equirment sensitivity (not necessarily of the opening). 
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BOB'S TEK-NOTES APRIL 1977 
TROPO DUCTING 


A tropo duct is very much like a pipe line, It extends from your receiving location to some 
distant point, and any signals that fell along the line that the duct travele may be trapped 
in the "pipe line“ and find their wey to your receiver, with amazing signal strength for short 
periods of tine. 


The duct is invisible within the relatively lower atmosphere, Ducting forms along sharply 
ifferent atmospheric pressure gradients (i.e. along the boundary between tvo such gradients), 
along sharply different temperature gradients, and/or along sharply different humidity gra~ 
diente (moisture content of the air), 


A duct almost has to be a straight (great circle) line between your location and the trans- 
mitter location, And ducts are usually easy to see on a detailed weather map as stretching 
from point "A" to point "RB" along a weather front, directly across and through a high pressure 
ridge, or along a wind shear boundary line, 


Duets are the work of the devil, and the properly equipped long-haul DXer's best friend. Vir- 
tually all URF DX over 500 miles has a duct involved, as does virtually all high band and low 
band tropo DX over 600 miles, 


April can be a dandy time for ducts, Where there are sharply contrasting weather patterns in 
the United States (i.e. cold air in the north coming down from Canada, warm air in the south 
coming up from the Gulf), boundary lines between differing air masses form, and, if the line 
where the two differing air maases meet is NOT too disrupted by violent weather (storms, etc), 
a duct will form, 


In the far southern tier of states (Florida, along the Gulf and into Texas), ducts are espe- 
cially productive, with several good sessions likely from south Texas east to all of Florida 
@uring April. In the midwest from Minnesota south to Texas, north-south ducts are likely 
late in the month as far western weather patterns take on almost north-south frontal lines in 
their sweepe across the country from west to east, By the same token, slightly slanted 
to n.e.) front lines stretching from central and northern Texas on one hand to the middle 
Great Lakes on the other can also cause some nice ducts to form, 


Most ducts form on the leading edge of a frontal line, and as has been discussed many tines 
here previously, UHF is the best place to be when a duct forms, followed by high band VHF, FM, 
and low band VHF, in that order,

To analyze the tuner's quality, I compared it in A-B fashion to a top-notch tuner, the Pioneer 
1%X-9100, Surprisingly, the Sony seemed @ poor challenger in mont categories, The sensitivity 
of the Pioneer in both mono and stereo put the Sony to shames weak signals barely readable on 
the TX-9100 became solid noise on the Sony. In an area relating to sensitivity was an S-meter 
comparison: signals registering two on the Pioneer read zero on the Sony. 


‘The ST-5950SD's stereo threshold ie incredibly high, On the Pioneer it's not hard to bring in 
stereo from Dallas-Fort Worth stations at 240 mileg (erratically), but the Sony barely managed 
stereo from full—power KWHP 97.7, 40 milea away, for more than half the time, It's ironic that 
Sony vould stick ite new Dolby tuner with such a high threshold level when Dolby is supposed to 
quiet noisy stereo. To compound the confusion, there are no labeled adjustments for stereo or 
muting sensitivity when the cover ia removed. 


I couldn't judge effectiveness of the Sony's Dolby syatem since KWHP, the only area station 
thought to be Dolbyized, evidently is not. Switching in Dolby only added more noise to the 
already weak stereo signal, Cross-nodulation vas an equally pesky problem for both tuners, 
There was one area the Sony game the Pioneer a good run for its money, As far as adjacent 
channel selectivity ie concerned, both tuners could pick up equally well KUOA 105.7, 150 miles 
away, next to local KVRO. Both can almost center-tune KVOA under slightly better than usual 
tropo conditions; the same can be said for an adjacent Dallas station on KVRO's other side. 


I also found the Sony's multipath meter to be practical. Most surprising was the discovery 
that multipath reception from semi~locals in Oklahoma City and Tulsa was possible. 

In conclusion, though, I'd say that Sony's ST-5950SD does not merit any special consideration 
when one is ready to buy a top-quality FM tuner,

HP CONVERTERS 


QUESTION. ..Gary Olson asks, "What can be done about slop from strong locale on channels 5 and 
5 that makes UHF reception difficult with UHF converters? I've written to Blonder—Tongue as- 
ting about conversion to other channels, but received no reply." 


ANSWER...VHF signals that mess up UHF conversion on channels 5 and 6 “get into” the converter 
through three paths: the UHF antenna directly; the VHP antenna, of course, where they might be 
soupled via poor shielding or a selector switch with poor isolation into the UEF portion; or 
\irect pickup by the converter, as the viring, etc. acts as a pretty good “antenna” for strong 
locals, The result, of course, is random "blips" from any strong VHF or UF source that might 
dlock UHF. Obviously, you can't do much about some of these, unless you buy a new converter, 
jut let's start at the beginning, 


JEF is received conventionally with either a "built-in" UHF tuner that cores with all-channe) 
V sets, or a UHF converter added externally to a TV set and connected via a few transmission 
.ine hookups. 


{ith the built-in tuner, UHF channels are converted to the IF frequency of the TV, With UHF 
welected, converted UHF signals are fed directly into the TV IF, There's no RF amplifier— 
ike British UHF tuners—or no IF stage ahead of the TV IP to boost the desired signal after 
‘onversion, (A few rare sets years ago had an IF stage after the conversion,) With UHF selec- 
ied, you operate a 2-speed dial for the UHF channel desired, usually with some difficulty, 


the so-called outboard UHF converter converts UHF to a lower frequency also. But to simplify 
wookup, the converter output is not the IF frequency of the TV, but is a discrete VHF channel 
or channels), Thus, the converter feeds the TY tuner set to the output of the UHF converter, 
‘ince the TV's VHF tuner converts this to the IF frequency of the TV, you have double conver 
ion, No converter in the U.S, has an RF stage, but the quality ones have an IF, 


hannele 5 and 6 were chosen as the converter outputs for reasons I don't know. The fact that 
hey are adjacent simplifies design, and the improved noise figure of a low band TV channel 
nd the absence of slop above channel 6 help, Although commercial converters for different 
HF channele—or converters with a tuneable output to span several channels—are possible, 
hey are uneconomical. So the two adjacent channel setup of channels 5 and 6 was adapted, If 
ou have a local on 5, you use 6, or vice versa. 


good URF converter with IF stage and, usually, easier tuning has been favored by DXers over 
he built-in tuner, though the detent tuners of recent years have changed this, Since UKF 
uners in all U.S, sets were added only to comply to’ the law, and even today lag far behind 

he state of the art, the buyer has suffered. Two or three basic types of transistorized UEF 
uners are available for all U,S, TV sets, and none are really worth a hoot for serious DXing. 
n fact, even the top of the line UHF converters with transistors leave a lot to be desired es 
ney are almost useless in some strong signal areas, as reported by many DXers, (More than 

ne DXer has asked me how to get a good "old fashioned" tube type converter of the 1962-1964 
Intage. Some have been delighted to find good tube models for their strong signal areas.) 


at the superior performance of a UHF converter, however, does not come without some problems, 
¢ UHF and VHF sections are not shielded correctly, coupling of VHF signals into UHF section, 
ad vice versa, may occur, Also, switching is required to feed VHF through the converter to 

ie TV antenna terminals when UHF ia not selected. Unfortunately, in some models this also 

ay mean interaction between VHF and UHF, Worse, VEF loss may be as high as 30% in the svitch, 
*or critical, weak VHF tropo, the VHF antenna should bypass the converter.) When switched to 
IF vith a strong channel 5 or 6 selected, VHF is attenuated many, many times, but sometimes a 
ine VHF signal remains to fight weak UHF, If your TV has poor fine tuning or poor adjacent 
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channel rejection, or if you don't have enough UHF to begin with, you may have a problem, es~ 
pecially if strong VHF is somehow getting into the converter, 


The coupling problem is usually annoying if a local under 10 miles is ruining channels 5 and 
6 I don't think Gary's problem is at his Illinois DX site, where WMA@-5 in Chicago and WITI- 
6 in Milwaukee are strong indeed with a good VHF antenna, but shouldn't be strong enough to 
hurt UHF, (His to me is a "dream" DX location, a fact that Gary would never have admitted to 
until he joined this writer in the shadow of Milwaukee's lousy TV stations, ) 


Solutions to the problem are many, depending upon how bad your DX setup is, The problem may 
be solved at no cost at all. Obviously, the problem is limited to those who DX with conver- 
ters within a few miles of local VHFers, 


1) If you use an all-channel log periodic (2-83) antenna, you've got tvo strikes against you 
already, These antennas usually have a splitter for separation at the set of VHF, FM, and 
UHF, And these splitters are usually abominable. Not only is isolation poor (that is, some 
VHF in UNF splitter section, etc,), but loss is high as well, Also, the gain on a channel 
2-83 antenna is so low to begin with at UHF that after the split, you're lucky to have any 
signal left, Generally, an otherwise fine 2-13 log periodic is ruined when a UEP log portion 
is "stuck on." Impedance match goes to heck, so VHF suffers also, Many makers compromise so 
that the VHF portion is still quite good, but UHF performance is poor, You'll usually be 
Detter off with, for example, the largest 2-13 only log periodic and an inexpensive UHF corner 
reflector and correct lead-in than the largest 2-83 log periodic in the same antenna family, 
Even if you have no problem like Gary's, The log periodic principle, while fine for deliver- 
ing “flat" impedance match over a wide frequency, just can't deliver high gain and such flat 
impedance from channel 2 to 83. 


2) Any UHF antenna picks up some VEF signel (and therefore channels 5 and 6), but this should 
be negligible except in the case of a poor splitter just described, Nothing can be done about 
the VHP signal coupled into the UHF section within the converter, but much VHF signal might be 
coupled from VHF to URF via the T-line, if unshielded, especially if lines are parallel and 
quite close. Of course, if antennas are mounted too close to each other, VHF coupling into 
the UHP antenna will contribute to the trouble, Separate the antennas (usually at least five 
feet) and lead-in, and see if that helps, Also, check if unshielded T-line is positioned 
broadside to local transmitters; this can cause considerable local signal pickup, 


3) Traps, of course, in the UHF line for channel 5 and/or 6 will help. (Of course, other VHF 
signals can ruin a few UHF channels,) Use Channel Master or Jerrold tuneable traps for severe 
problems, but a cheap T-line wave trap (see December VUD) might be enough to solve the problem 
if the VEF signal is entering from the UHF line. Of course, the Channel Master creates a lo: 
of about 20-40% of all signals, the Jerrold 10%, and the T-line trap none (approximate values). 
Finoo, Winegard, and JFD all sell cheap screwiriver or slug-tuned traps either for single VF 
channels or low/high band. I haven't purchased these, and haven't heard of anyone who's used 
same, 50 can't evaluate them, 


4) Some UHF converters have a high pass filter in the UHF antenna input cirouit, This passes 
only UHF and reduces greatly any VHF component, Adding circuits of this type, with correct 
impedance, will help tremendously, 


5) Another approach is to get more UHF signal, Since the converter output is broadly tuned to 
cover channels 5 and 6, try reducing converter IF bandwidth to just channel 5 or 6, My BeT 
BTU-2 had an IF output quite low at channel 5, higher through 6, and really peaked at 90 Miz 
in the FM band! I removed the swamping resistor and "created" a bit of inductance by compree= 
sing the coil until I had a three-megahertz bandwidth output on channel 5, Cireuit Q was in- 
creased by about three times, This made some visual improvement of signal, and slop from local 
channel 6 was nonexistent. Of course, on very weak signals I can't tune sound and picture, but 
who cares? Retune the output for the most "open" channel, Of course, if you are handy enough 
with electronica to do this, you can build simple L/C parallel or series traps to remove other 
strong VHF signals that might enter the converter (and, of course, VHF tuner), and mess up some 
channels, And a good low noise mixer diode like the IN21WE can improve the noise figure quite 
a bit for a better UKF signal, (Those with even limited electronic knowhow and equipment can 
try to improve their UHF converter considerably, even if no slop problem is there, ty narrowing 
the IF bandwidth and adding a good low-noise diode as noted above.) 


6) Yes, you can redesign for an output at channel 2, 3, or 4; any converter will tune UHF on 
these channels anyway, but usually the signal is down due to mismatch, Try tuning UP on 4 
anyway; the IF output might be so mistuned that it's useable on channel 4. Shielding of your 
converter might help, also...or you can buy another converter, and hope for the best!

One of the guy wires snapped and the steel mast bent 
itself over into a perfect "U",.,fortunately, the downward travel of the 
beading metal stopped with my shiny new dish about two inches from the roof 
top and disaster. My horizortally mounted 10 element low band yagi didn't 
fare so well...its been patched back together with tape, but all the plastic 
insulators are broken and the big yagi will shortly have to go to the garage 
for spare parts. I found a store here that stocks Winegard 10 element yagis 
++eso it can be replaced without ordering. (The present model is a Jerrold, 
I assume they're comparable.) 


My CMA-Ub has not arrived, its on back order. The power supply, however, is 
here, Finding a low loss’ 75 ohm cable has been a real hassel. ‘None of the 
distritutors I talked to have heard of aluminum-shielded coax. Finally, I 
setteled for RC-11/U foam, but that hasn't been easy either. ven in Minnes 
apolis, nobody stecked it and to have them order it for me, I'd have to buy 
@ thousand feet. I finally found an outfit in Chicago which would sell me 
100 feet of RXG_11/U foam, but as with most things which have to be ordered, 
weeks have gone by and I've heard nothing.

I joined WIFDA is January with a strictly FM-only DX interest, but some recent UHF 
tropo loggings have been deemed meritorious enough for me to amend my FM-only policy. 

I'm situated in a town of about 3,000 people located approximately 40 miles north- 
west of Austin and 100 miles north of San Antonio, in an area known as the Hill Coun 
try. Burnet is located in a moderate valley with hills in virtually every direction, 
which inhibits reception. Non-DX IV signals include the three network affiliates. in 
Austin (7,24,36), the PBS station in Belton (KNCT-46) 50 miles away, and PBS KLRN-9 
in New Braunfels (listed as San Antonio). The UHF stations listed at the conclusion 
of this letter were logged using the following Set-up: Winegard 4-bay bowtie UHF ar- 
zay at 28 feet with an Archer mast-mounted preamp, For VHF, there is a ten-element 
hi-band yagi. The receiver is a 19” RCA XL-100 with a defective UHF tuner, which 
has been replaced by a Blonder-Tongue BTX-11l converter. Needless to say, it is 
considerably less than state-of-the-art in all aspects and was not assembled with DX 
in mind. The poor terrain and inferior antenna set-up make these loggings even more 
remarkable. (Just goes to show what long-haul ducting can do! de) These antennas 
are pointed southeast without a rotor, 

Within a five-mile radius since 1967 we've had four tornadoes and one hailsgorm 
which was severe enough to have virtually all rooftops replaced. The ten-element 
Archer FM withstood the baseball-sized hail with no detectable deterioration in 
Performance. The last tornado (five days ago) was two miles away, although an an- 
tenna mast four blocks away was broken in half. 

The majn reason for this report, of course, is to notify you of my reception of 
WBBH-20, Fort Myers FL, at a distance of approximately 1020 miles. Reception was 
first noted at about 0840 CST and continued until approximately 0900, Video quality 
ranged from extremely weak baw to extremely weak color, but this (color) was quite 
infrequent. The picture lacked horizontal stability throughout most of the viewing 
Period, but the audio was readable most of the time. For a UHF tropo logging at 
this distance, I had to have a QSL, and just yesterday (March 7th), I received a 
verification letter signed by their chief engineer, David McKelvey, as well as a 
soverage map. According to the map, their transmitter is located at Lehigh Acres, 
14.8 miles east of Ft.Myers (Latitude 26°35'48"N, Longitude 81°37'53"W). 

The distance of 1020 miles was calculated using a large U.S. map where 1"=e0ai. 
Using this map, the milage ratings are more conservative than other DXers' clains. 
The chief engineer stated that I was their most distant viewer to date. 

T hope I'll be able to report more long-haul tropo now that spring has arrived.
